was no more tlmo to thlnk of the
earth.ptake.

Catania ls only just beglnning to
look itself again, for until now It
looked llkc a clty ln tmio of war nnd
during u sioge.nothlng but stretchcra
nnd wounded golng to and fro and
being taken to tho hospltals people
crying nml being taken half naked
to places of Bhelter, and overybody
trying to do aomothlng to help.

It waa somethlng too awful for any
ono to itnagtne; all you read ln the
papcrs nnd nll you can fancy ia noth-
Ing to tho roallty of the facts! Over
1 10,000 persons lay dead under tho
rulns of Measlna. Thlnk of It.M0.000
lives taken ln ono niinute! Beaides,
thero nro all those who liavo dled
nnd stlll dle dally in the hospltals
hero nnd there. On up average, twenty-
four to thlrty dled dally in Catania in
tho hospltals, mostly from gangreiio;
others from broken baebs nnd skulls;
some from tetanun; but in Catania
only a few developed this. as they
were, iinmediately on arrfvlng, in-
jeeted with tho antitetanus serunu but
tliey tell me thut ln Syracuae, whero
they didn't inject the Beruin lnuiin-
dlately, many who could have been
aaved dled of thls horrlblo malady us
a result of tho wounds.

Trrnu-odoua Tnak.
Well, I was ubout completely worn

out, and so wero many, others, for
Catania ln comparatlvely small. and
naturaliy to lodgo and feed and clotln
a completely naked and famished pop¬
ulatlon, without help of any klnd, for
over elght days, was not easy. Natur¬
ally, everything was aystematlrod and
ordeily enough, but to cover the naked
waa dlfferent l assuro you, 1 have
i. dri aa left to my name, ono suit,
one hat und one coat.hnrdty enough
to change. Our wardrobes nro empty,
our pursea alao, whlch ia much worse!
Well, God will provldo for us cor-
talnly, and we cannot bo too thankful
to Hlm for- havlng sparcd us an awful
death, or, what is worse, being maimod
for llfo, as are somo of my people;
Without legs. without an arm. bllnd,
deformed for life, and rendered U3e-
lcss forever, and, added to all this,
poor, absolutely ond totally poor!

uh! hope the Lord hns no such
awful lot in store for mo or mitie; lf
so, I hope Ho will bo merclful enough
to lot us all dle to-morrow or instant-
lyl Tho awful scones 1 havo wlt-
nessed and the sorrowful ones I stlll
seo make mo moaii and ask how it ls
posslble that u merclful God permlta
such thlnga, Why, war and all its
carnage la nothing compnred to peo¬
ple being burled allve and dying plocc
by plece, minute by tninute, and know-
ing lhat tliey cannot bo saved or

reseued. A mother saw hor only child
fall through and burn before her eyos,
nnd was not able to rescuo lt. Others
wero found under the rulns wlth both
legs almost completely Bevered from
the body by heavy masses of stone!
This mornlng I went to soo n llttle

child nt the hospltal who has both
leg.s aud one arm broken and wounds
all over Its poor llttle bodyr
Tho carthquakes, it seems, stlll con-

tlnue at Messinn, and thoy say that
instruments stlll mark small earlh-
quakes hero at Calariln, although. they
are too feeblo to be folt. Tho Stralt
of Mcssina hns completely changed
tho depth, and ln places where it was
sixty inches deep, is only twelve Inches
deep!

Work for Refugees,
Now, many refugees, are being taken

away to varlous cities by phllanthropic

Al Roine ihe Queen nnd othot
ladlea me foundtng h trust for them,
nnd they will be cnred ror and edu-
cated until twpnly-ono years of age,
The whole world haa eo-bpefated ln
helplng ull these poor people. ond
wurehlpa hrlng ln dally food, money
nnd clothlng.
The great questlon now is to flnd

work for them. for thty can't renialn
livlprr eternally on publlc chnrlty. snd
Catania must rcopon her schools,
which nre nll closed slnco the earth-
quake, ns hundredB of people havo
and nre stlll lodglng there. The lower
ulasses tako ndvautage of their posi¬
tlon and don't want to work or do
nnyihlug. being quite contentcd to
llve nn chtirity and do nothlng. Yes¬
terday i wpnt to my sectlon. together
wlth Alflo und two of tho Mllatt conv
mlasloners, who glvo them everything
neccasary to g"t up thelr buslnesa if
they are artlsans nf any klnd, besldei-
money, and undertake to put them
to work in any clty they may choose,
elther In Italy or elsowhe're. The
lower class all refused to niove, and
said that they had nowhero to go
and nothing to do. Tlie better class,
after a llttle pesslmlsm snd mournlng
that this was tho last week whlch
they could bo lndged whero they were,
consentod to work again. One fam¬
ily went to Turln, another (a contrast)
went back to where Messina once was
to try to get work ln cleitrlns out the
city, whlch will take months and
months. nnd which Is being done by
the mllltary only in order to prevent
stoaling.

Complete Dlsorganlzntlon.
As you see, we. aro ln the mldst

of tho most complete dlsorganlsiatlon
of a whole city. nnd in Calabrla it
must bo just tho same on a snmllur
acale, fur tho cities nnd vlllages were
naturaliy small compnred to Messina.
The Tcutos had no parents or rela-
tlves in Measlna, but wo know eomo
of tho offlcers statlotud there, and
two of them with their entire fsml-
liea porlBhed. aa did tho American
consul and his wlfe.

Well. I could koep on talkltig of all
theso thlrigs nnd stlll hav0 somethlng
to suy foi| a month. Ono of the roonie
ln our liouso haa tho wall cracked
in two -places. and we have to call
the enginoer to arrango it. Fortu-
nately, lt is a ground floor. bullt ou
solld lava nnd standlng qirite alone;
thus no house ran fall ln upon uS. as
happened in Messmn, where one house
tumbled down on the onea near lt, bo
bii'.'yIng under it tlie lower ones,
Ono gentleman here aald that he

found hlmself thrown Into tho house
whlch stood on tho opposlte slde of the
street. and ho escaped from a balcony
of the house opposlte, nelther wounded
nor otherwise hurt; only he lost hla
nlghtgown during the passage. Some
of tho peoplo were saved ln tho most
Iwonderful and extraordinary manner.
Many who llved on the third floors
of the houses wero saved, but lf you
lask them how they escaped they don't
'know themsolves. They say they foll
through wlth all thelr room nnd nll

inf a sudden found thoniaelvea ln the
mldst of, rulns, over whlch they hur-
rled away. Very few thought of re-

malntng to look or help thelr fellow
bcings and, strango to yay, they only
thMight of it when completely out of
danger. Somo say that thls ls natura).
but I can't undcrstand It, for I Jumpcd
out of bed to get Cora immediatcly.
but ,was thrown down my full length
on ihe floor.
As you see. we are all aafe so far.

although I don't know what is in storo
for us In tlie future. Many have pro-
ferred another home, but tho Lord
sent me here for some reason, I don't
doubt, and here I must stay, I aup-
poae. Every night when golng to bod,
I pray thnt God may have mercy on
us all, for the most terriblo fato ta
that of being overtaken when sleep-
ing by auch a calamlty. The bed
shook to and fro as though I wero on
board ship In u storm. Tlie doors flew
open and tho whole houae creaked as
If it would break tiirough.
